ScmJATS,  June  y— At  the  extreme 
limit  of  the  town,  close  to  the  line  of 
Ufarshfteld.  and  near  the  mouth  of  the 
famous  North  river,  a  little  summer 
__  springing  up,  phocnislike,  out 
of  the  chaos.  Like  the  Nantasket 
Land  Company  at  Hull,  another  com- 
pany, with  plans  about  the  same  and 
known  as  the  Fourth  Cliff  Land  Com- 
pany, has  been  organiied  during  the 
past  winter,  and  to  their  efforts  is  due 
the  success  of  the  development  of  this 
hitherto  country  incognito.  The  land 
owned  hy  this  enterprising  company  of 
Boston  capitalists  embraces  all  of  the 
peninsula,  extending  from  and  includ- 
ing the  Fourth  Cliff  to  the  mouth  ol 
the  North  river  in  Marshfield,  com- 
prising a  water  front  of  some  five  or 
six  miles.  It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that 
the  location  is  indeed  the  most  delight- 
ful, picturesque  and  romantic  along 
the  entire  South  Shore.  On  the  ocean 
is  one  of  the  most  unobstructed 
possible,  and  the  beach  is  of 
that  clean  and  pehbly  nature  so  much 
admired  by  all  lovers  of  rural  scenery. 
The  scene  in  the  background  is  not 
less  charming  and  attractive.  Just  in 
the  rear  of  the  far  stretching  territory 
flows  the  wide  and  deep  North  river 
isc  source  is  in  the  small  village 
Hanson,  some  twenty-five 
thirty  miles  away.  It  is  this 
r  so  peculiarly  located  by  na- 
s  that  sets  off  to  advantage  the  land 
company's  property.  Heretofore 
their  was  no  access  to  this  prop- 
ry  except  hy  the  long  and  circuitous 
route  along  the  entire  length  of  the  pe-

If  this 
itemplated  project  is  carried  out, 
Boston  harbor  can  find 


within  two  miles'  sailing  of  Boston. 
The  scene  along  the  water  front  pres- 
ents a  phase  of  improvements  which 
cannot  fail  to  be  of  interest  to  beach- 
goers.  The  entire  arena  is  being  di- 
vided up  into  streets  and  avenues,  and 
Iargcnumber  of  men  andhorses  are  em 
ployed  in  the  department.  The  straight 
line  of  beach  will  be  protected  from 
the  high  sea  by  a  breakwater  laid  along 
the  whole  coast.  The  carpenters  are 
here  in  large  numbers,  and  houses 
are  springing  up  rapidly.  It  Is  expec- 
ted that  within  tnree  weeks  about 
thirteen  houses  will  have  been  erected. 
On  one  of  the  most  picturesque  spots 
imaginable  the  company  is  erecting  a 
large  and  magnificent  hotel,  which 
will  be  four  atories  in  height,  and  will 
tin  in  all  135  rooms.  The  hotel 
is  located  near  the  bridge,  and  com- 
mands a  superb  view  of  the  ocean. 
When  completed  it  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  Slate.  It  is  fitted  up 
with  all  the  modern  conveniences 
Close  beside  it  is  another  building, 
rapidly  nearing  completion,  which  is 
designed  for  a  bowling  alley. 
The  company,  with  an  eye  to 
business,  haa  completed  arrangements 
with  the  Old  Colony  Rail-road 
Company  for  extra  trains 
ingthe  auraroer  months,  and,  alter 
June  10,  a  nurader  oreura  train,  will 
be  run  toMarshfield  during  the  day  and 
earl;  evening,  affording  every  opportu 
nlly  for  clerka  and  buaineaa  men  to 
get  to  their  houses  at  night  after  the 
ladora  of  the  day.
